The other time was 
when the majority of the Court was made up of Demo- 
crats. 

But The New-i, generally fair, ought to have stated the 
whole record, and that record is that on both occasions 
the Coart of .Vppeals reversed the judgment of conviction 
— the Denioimtic Court and the Republican Court. The 
murder of Goebel was a cowardly assassination. No one 
disputes the fact.
